Free State regarding atro cities co m­ 
mitted upo n the natives; made to r Pres­ 
ident Ro o sevelt and Secretary Hay 
by a delegatio n fro m the missio nary 
co ngress, and in reply to which his 
majesty, thro ugh his secretary pro m­ 
ised to mall o fficial do cuments fro m 
the Co ngo Free State in which wo uld 
be fo und ail the facts essential to a 
full and truthful statement o f the 
case. 
These o fficial do cuments were fo r­ 
warded by King Leo po ld and were 
received by the news agency last 
night They include papers issued by 
the go vernment since June 1903 in 
which the Co ngo Free State replied 
to the charges o f o ppressio n o f and 
cruelty to wards the natives and to 
criticisms o f the eco no mic regime and 
the charge o f a vio latio n o f the gen­ 
eral act o f the Berlin co nference. 
A 
syno psis o f the co ntents o f these pa­ 
pers has been published * in a blue 
bo o k and elsewhere fro m time to 
time as issued. 
They enter In the 
clo sest detail, into the vario us charg3S, 
replying to them in like* detail and 
quo ting at length fro m the repo rts 
resulting fro m numero us investiga­ 
tio ns, especially that o f Ro ger Case­ 
ment, the British^co nsul in the Co ngo 
Free State, who se repo rt regarding 
mutiliatio n8 and o ther cruelties is se­ 
verely criticised. In these do cuments 
it Is asserted that Co nsul Caaement 
gathered the details fo r his repo rt 
largely fro m unsuppo rted native state­ 
ments, which afterwards pro ved to be 
utterly untrue. 
The do cument is fo rwarded in an 
endeavo r to demo nstrate by careful 
data that there is go o d reaso n 
to 
do ubt tbe reliability o f these specific 
instances o f cruelty and o ppressio n 
as given by Co nsul Casement and 
o thers bjeause o f their dependence 
upo n heresay testimo ny At the same 
time it is po inted o ut that these re­ 
plies to the charges are o nly a pre­ 
liminary step and that a clo ae Inves­ 
tigatio n o f the situatio n is still pro ­ 
ceeding under the o rders o f the king 
o f Belgium and that after this inves­ 
tigatio n has been clo sed the fullest 
repo rt o f it will be given to the public.
